Dr. J. E. Bowstead of the University of Alberta Animal 
Science Department stated this fact when speaking at the 


annual meeting of the Alberta 
at Edmonton. 


Success in dairying can be best 
achieved by raising heifers of im- 
proved breeding, Dr. Bowsicad 
pointed out, but he also stre-sed 
the importance of feed and care 
for heifers if they are to develop 
properly, All dairymen, he said 
make stre their calves get the 
colostrum milk, and most follow 
the practice of leaving the calf 
with its mother for. three or four | 
days. ‘ os 

Recent research would indicate 
this is a good practice as the 
rumen of a new born calf does 
not contain the facteria necessary 
for the normal digestion of hay or 
grain. If the calf remains with the 
mother, these desirable bacteria 
will become established ‘n~ its 
rumen when the mother licks the 
calf and When the calf nibbles on 
the grain and hay fed the mother. 

Following the colostrum period 


_the ideal ration for calves has 


been the feeding of . whole. milk 
until they. are three weeks of age, 
followed by skimmed milk for a 
few months and all the grain and 
good hay they will eat. 


Although a “milk replacer” fed 
for a few weeks. following the | 
colostrum period was reported as | 
working well in Pennsylvania re- | 
sults of experiments at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta have not been 
favorable. Dr. Bowstead indicated 
that ‘more satisfactory replacers:

PRINCE ALBERT. — Over 15,- 
000,000 fry, fingerling and. adult 
fish were planted in Saskatchewan 
fish-bearing watets during the 
past year by the provincial fisher- 
ies branch, director G. E. Could- 
well has-announced. 

He said the biggest single proj- 
ect undertaken by the branch was 
the planting of 14,700,000 pickerel 
fry in waters scattered through- 
out southern Saskatchewan and in 
the Prince Albert and Meadow 
Lake districts. 

Another big part of the year’s 
planting program was the distri- 
bution of 755,000 northern pike 
fry in Buffalo Pound, Cypress, 
Gooseberry, Meeting, Nelson . and 
Royal Lakes. ; 

One non-native’ game species 
the fisheries branch hopes will 
thrive in Saskatchewan waters is 
Kamloops trout. During the past 
year, the branch distributed 32,- 
000 Kamloops trout in Bushy and 
East Trout Lakes, and Junction 
Reservoir, near Maple Creek. 

In addition, 8,500 eastern brook 
trout fingerling were, planted in 
the Bow, Fir, Torch and Nipe- 
kamew Rivers, while 5,769 brown 
trout fingerling went into the Dun- 
cairn Dam. . 

Only adult fish to be planted in 
new waters during the year were 
perch. A total of 3,744 adult 
perch, taken from the Qu’Appelle 


siniboia district P.F.R.A. dam, 
Edouard, Green and Pahns Lakes

Mr. Martin pointed out that the 
administrative procedures were set

Control of 
Public Lands 


in Alberta 


In 1930, when the Dominion 
Government handed over the ad- 
ministration of Alberta’s natur- 
al resources to the Province, the 
Department of Lands and Mines 
was organized. Due to increas- 
ing development of resources, it 

necessary to divide the 
original department. On April 1, 
1949, the Department of Mines 
and. Minerals and tthe Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests were 
established. 

The Lands Branch of the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests 
has jurisdiction over most of the 
public lands in the Province. In- 
volving over 90 million acres, 
these public lands make up more 
than half of Alberta’s entire 
land area. Approximately nine 
million acres ‘are now held un- 
der lease, permit or sale agree-. 
ment. Eighty million adn or 
unoccupied contain as much 
able land as all other iivlevel: 
oped areas in Canada. 


Public lands: in Alberta are 
classified into settlement and 
non-settlement zones. Where the 
land is covered with timber in 
commercial quantities, where 
the land is unsuitable for culti- 
vataion, or. where it is too iso- 
lated, settlement is not permit- 
ted. It may be leased for com- 
mercial purposes or made avail- 
able for grazing on a temporary 
basis. 


In the settlement zone public. 


lands are made available under 
various regulations such as 
homestead, grazing. or cultiva- 


tion leases and sale agreement. | 


Alberta’s homestead lease pol- 
icy governs the disposal of .pub- 
lic lands suitable for settlement. 
A person may apply for ‘a lease 


on a half-section of land. Pay-- 


ment for the lease, including 
taxes, is made on a crop share 
basis. on completion of specified 
residence and. cultivation duties, 
title may be obtained for a no- 
minal sum.

the Department of: Lands and j 


Forests has been well received.

Seed Grain Supplies 

Many farmers in this district 
are going to need seed oats and 
barley this spring. In. spite of 
this fact, there are large quan- 
tities of seed being. shipped out 
of the district. It may not seem: 
serious now, but the farmers in 
this district who need ‘to buy 
seed, 
the supply is here rather than 
wait ‘and hope. to get it at seed- 
ing time. 

Another advantage of getting 
seed now is that it can be clean- 
ed during this comparatively 
slack time on the farm.
